SUPER EXPLOSIVE 
FAILS AS GREAT 
LETHAL CHARGE’ 


ABERDEEN, Md. May 25.—In- 
ventor Lester P. Barlow's liquid | 
oxygen-carbon “super explosive”) 
apparently failed as an instrument 
of death in a test on live goats at 
Aberdeen proving grounds today 

A 1,000-pound charge of the ex- 
plosive which Barlow claims radi- 
ates lethal “vacuum waves” over a 
wide radius failed to kill a single 
one of a herd of 98 goats tethered 
at distances ranging from 200 to 
1,000 feet from the point where the 
bomb was set off. 

Observers who went out on the 
testing field after the explosion) 
said they could not find one dead 
goat and Barlow admitted the ex- 
periment had failed. 

“I'm licked on it,” he said, “but I 
had to try it to find out.” 

In a test two months ago Barlow 
smashed a 40-foot telephone pole} 
with an eight-ounce charge of his | 
explosive. His largest previous test, | 
employing five pounds of gelmitt, | 
blew piled sandbags into the air. 
The force of the blast was felt 1,000 
feet away. 


German Forces

DELHI, May 25—The example 
of the successcul constituent as- 
semblies of Canada and other do- 
minions in finding a common 
ground of agreement for both ma- 
jority and minority was taken by 
Sir Maurice Gwyer, chief justice 
of Lidia, urging a new approach to 
the solution of the India problem. 

He contrasted the processes of 
constitution-making in France, Ger- 
many and Russia with those adopted 
in Canada, Australia and South 
Africa. He found the older countries 
had failed. 

Speaking of the three dominions 
he said: “Here then are three con- 
stitutions which became law and are 
still in successful operation, They 
have been amended since they were 
made, but in no fundamental respect, 
and they continue to enjoy general- 
ly the confidence of the people for 
whom they were designed. 


“The important thing to observe 
is that in each of the three cases the 
body which hammered out the 
scheme consisted of a very smali 
number of delegates and that 
though no doubt there were diffi- 
culties to be overcome there was 
no organized volume of opinion 
which either refused to co-operate 
or which recorded its dissent from 
the scheme ultimately adopted. 

“In a body of delegates such as I 
have described, men come to know 
their own. The impact of mind upon 
mind has its effect, and after some 
time (such is the experience of those 
who have taken part in transactions 
of the kind), a sort of corporate 
sense is born, out of which, there 
may emerge, if not a common will, 
at least a common desire to produce 
results.” 


LABORIOUS AFFAIR 

Lessons to be learned from pre- 
vious constitution-making were: 
“One is surely this, that iti not the 
making of the constitution itself 
which necessarily produces agree- 
ment; a second. that no agreement 
of any kind is possiple without per- 
sonal contacts and certainly is not 
to be achieved by a long-range ar- 
tillery duel; a third, that constitution 
making is a laborious affair, which 
requires infinite pains and patience 
if lasting results are to be achieved.” 

One prominent newspaper, come 
menting on Sir Maurice's findings, 
applied them to Europe after the 
war, The paper agreed on the suc- 
cess of the dominions’ constitutions 
and added: “, .. it is certain that 
some international system for the 
prevention of future wars will have 
to be reconstructed or created, 
Whether it takes the form of cn as- 
sociation of sovereign states such as 


| the present League of Nations, or of 


a federation to which some part of 
their sovereignty is surrendered by 
its members, it will require a con- 
stitution; and its success or failure 
will depend upon a  pfoper ap- 
preciation ox the lessons of history.” 


Defence Guard

Co-operating wit the Dominion 
government in preventing wartime 
profiteering and giving protection 
against this practice to the Alberta 
people, the provincial government 
hes sent W. D. King, deputy min- 
ister of trade and industry and 
chairman of the Alberta Price 
Spreads Board, to Ottawa to confer 
with officials of the Dominion War 
Time Prices Board on the sugar 
price increases. 

Hon. Ernest C. Manning, minister 
of trade and industry, in announcing 
the action, stated it arose out af the 
increase in price of sugar by 35 
cents a 100 pounds 

The beet sugar industry, which is 
rapidly becoming one of Alberta's 
main industries, always has had 
prices regulated by the industry in 
line with the price of cane sugar. 

As & result of the increase, Ot- 
tawa has taken over all procetsed 
sugar from the refineries at the 
old price and is re-selling it at the 
new in order to keep prices at a 
level. As far as Alberta sugar is 
concerned there has been no 
change in production costs and no 
war losses and therefore no ap- | 
parent reason for increased prices.
